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DETAILED ACTION 

Notice to Applicant 

1 . This communication is in response to the RCE filed on 4/2/07. Claims 4, 8- 
12, 16-22, 23-67 and 72 have been cancelled. Claims 1-3, 5-7, 13-15, 68-71 and 
73-80 are pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-3, 5-7, 13-15, 68-71 and 73-80 are allowed. The following is an 
Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

Claims 1,13, 14-15, 68 and 76-80 are directed to "receiving a third 
indication of a first time period in which a periodic payment is due, and a 
second time period in which the buyer must pay a financial balance 
corresponding to the item, the financial balance corresponding to a loan 
amount or a lease amount, and the second time period being greater than 
1 year; calculating on a computer system a periodic recurring amount 
based on the insurance premium, the financial balance and the second 
time period; and receiving, from the buyer, a single payment 
corresponding to the periodic recurring amount within the first time period". 
The closest prior art of record discloses "Fixed- Rate Mortgage Still 
Popular by Ruth Richey. Richmond Times-Dispatch. Richmond, Va.: Mar 
16, 1986.pg. 

Cline Leonard A. discloses "Life cycle of a net-leased property" Real 
Estate Review. New York: Fall 1997. Vol.27, lss.3; pg.34, 5pgs. 
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Battersby Mark E. discloses "Lease, Buy or Reimburse Outside Sales 
Vehicles. Agency Sales. Irvine: Oct. 1986. Vol: 16, Iss. 10; pg.55, 3pgs. 
However, none of the cited prior art above discloses or fairly/suggests 
"receiving a third indication of a first time period in which a periodic 
payment is due, and a second time period in which the buyer must pay a 
financial balance corresponding to the item, the financial balance 
corresponding to a loan amount or a lease amount, and the second time 
period being greater than 1 year; calculating on a computer system a 
periodic recurring amount based on the insurance premium, the financial 
balance and the second time period; and receiving, from the buyer, a 
single payment corresponding to the periodic recurring amount within the 
first time period". 

Claims 2-3, 5-7, 69-71 and 73-75 incorporate the features of claims 1,13, 
14-15, 68 and 76-80 through their dependencies, and are also allowed for 
the same reasons given above.

In claim 80 immediately after "and" in line 13 to insert the limitation of — 
calculating on a computer system a periodic recurring amount based on the 
insurance premium, the financial balance and the second time period-. No 
further questions were discussed.
